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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments and amendments, see the papers, filed 7/14/05, with 
respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1,12, 15 and 26 under 35 USC 102(b) have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of 
Singhal et al. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 22 lacks antecedence for "the disk" in line 7. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1, 7, 8, 12, 13, 15, 16, 20-22, 25-28, 33-35 and 42-45 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Singhal et al., US-2005/0004637. See 
Figure 8, wherein several different portions of the lead can be wound in the channel 146 
that extends from the burr ring. As to claim 7, since the coil direction is capable of being 
reversed, the Singhal device would be inherently capable of this function. As to Claim 
27, no two exactly the same coiling configurations are possible, hence the breadth of 
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this claim is met by Singhal. As to Claim 28, not internally coiling the lead inherently 
provides the claimed result. 

Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 12, 14-16, 20-22, 25-28, 33-35 and 42-45 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Piancal et al., US-7,004,948. See in 
particular figure 9B wherein the chamber extends beyond the ring opening thus meeting 
the "extending" feature of the claims. As to Claims 7, 27 and 28, similar comments 
apply as above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9-1 1 and 17-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 23 and 24 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 29-32 and 36-41 are allowed.
